Forest fire posters, issued by the de­ 
partm ent of forestry, a t Harrisburg, 
are being posted throughout the 
dif­ 
ferent sections of Adams county, p ar­ 
ticularly the forested regions. The pos­ 
ter, 14 inches by 22 inches in size, con­ 
trasts vividly the advantages of pro­ 
tected forests and the curses which be­ 
fall as the result of forest fires. 
Sometimes people see forest fires 
start, and do nothing to extinguish 
them when they are small. 
They 
do 
not realize that the greater 
the 
fire 
the greater their own individual 
loss. 
The unfortunate condition is that the 
great evils resulting from forest fires 
are not direct, according to statements 
given out by those interested in forest 
protection. 
Diminished 
streams and 
impure 
water may not lie noticed for several 
years. The gradual 
Increase 
in 
the 
price of wood may not be attributed ti 
the local fire. 
The money that might 
have been brought to a community la* 
cause of its beauty is not missed be­ 
cause it was never expected. The fail­ 
ure of farm and fruit crops is blamed 
upon “the weather” or “the bugs’’ 
when unquestionably the real cause 
was changed forest conditions in the 
neighborhood. The poverty of a region 
is blamed upon “ hard times,” “the a d ­ 
m inistration” and 
other 
indefinite 
things. Forest fires have made tret 
growth impossible, hence lumbering 
and other industries dependent 
upon 
the forest are impossible. 
The soil i* 
too steep and too poor to farm and is 
constantly getting poorer or thinner 
There is nothing to do but to move out 
or starve. 
Fires may increase the berry crop oi 
the pasturage for a few years but tht 
final result is far less than a crop cl 
forest trees would yield. 
I he words on the posters are a# fol­ 
lows : 
Stop forest fires! They are a curst 
to the people of Pennsylvania. 
Forest fires destroy— Existing for 
eats, possibility of future forests, po# 
nihility of labor, beauty of a 
region, 
comfort, homes, lives, prosperity. 
Protected forests increase in value 
They furnish labor, promote industry, 
afford recreation and sport, 
make 
a 
region beautiful, make homes safe arui 
comfortable, make life worth living, 
and a prosperous state inhabited by a 
contented and industrious people. 
Which would you rather have: For­ 
est tires, floods, disease, destruction,

with defeat. 
Following this, the co u rt plunged 
Into th e arg u m en ts by counsel on th e 
question w hether th e assem bly had the 
power to im peach the governor at its 
ex trao rd in ary session and w hether the 
court itself is so legally constituted 
as to have the right to try him, The 
court adjourned until Monday while 
the a rg u m e n ts were in progress.

lf what engineer* and others inter­ 
ested In tho additional reclamation 
work on filled fields in Colon report 
In true, parts of tho city aro fairly 
well salted with bombs and grapeshot. 
A number of thesp have been dug up 
by a suction dredge, which la now ex 
cav ating near tho end of the slip, to 
the west of the pier at Cristobal. 
About half a do.mn of the larger 
projectiles and a peck of smaller balls 
were found in the stone box of the 
dredge recently, and It Is r timated 
that a greater quantity went through 
the discharge pipe into the reclama­ 
tion fill east of East street, Colon. 
The projectiles were incrusted with a 
kind of natural concrete, made up of 
coral deposits, sand and shells, to the 
thickness of two Inches.
